Some engines have caps fitted 


over the valves. In this case, all 
that Is necessary is to remove the 
Yahre caps then the valves can be 
taken out. 
If, however, there are 


no valve caps over the valves, then 
the first thing to do is to draim the 
cooling system. 
While the water 


is draining off. disconnect the spark 
plug wires and- tag each one as 
yon take it off. so that yow will 
know which cylinder it goes to. 
Nut remove the spark plugs and 
the top hose connection. 


Now remove the cylinder head holding down bolts or if studs are 


wed, reaoove the not* o» them. The cylinder head can now be lifted 
ost 


The *rst thing- yew will notice on lifting off the head will be a 


deposit of grttty black carbon deposit, and this must be removed bo- 
fore yew start grinding in the valves. This carbon deposit is the 
cause of overheating-, knocking and loss of power, especially daring 
the warm weather. To remove the carbon, tue a flat scraper and a 
WlfC DflUUL 


If the cylinder head U heM dow* 


with bolts, be sore to screw the 
bolts back in place before yon start 
scraping off the carbon. This will 
prevent the carbon chips getting in 
the bolt boles. If It does get into 
the holes, it will prevent the bolt 
from going'all the way home, and 
in your effort to tighten it, yon are 
liable to twist the head off or canse 
it to break in the hole. Be careful 
also, that no carbon particles drop 
into the water jacket Boles. 


Start removing the carbon from the cylinder next the radiator.
